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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


The  Borough  of  Margate  extends  over  an  area  of  2,961  acres, 
which  includes  468  acres  of  foreshore.  Situated  at  the  N.E. 
corner  of  Kent,  it  is  exposed  to  .sea  breezes  from  all  quarters 
except  the  West.  The  estimated  population  for  the  purposes 
of  calculating  the  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate,  etc.,  is  27,950. 
In  my  opinion,  this  estimate  is  too  low,  and  should  be  at  least 
32,000.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  population  during  the 
height  of  the  season  exceeds  100,000.  The  number  of  inhabited 
houses  in  1921,  according  to  the  Census  figures  was  5,159,  and 
the  number  of  families  or  separate  occupiers  5,888.  The  rate¬ 
able  value  is  £332,282,  and  the  sum  represented  by  a  penny 
rate  being  £1,377. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the 
Birth  Rate.  year  was  212  males  and  190  females,  total 

402,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  Birth  Rate 

of  14.4  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the 
Death  Rate.  same  period  was  141  males  and  167  females, 

total  308,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  Death 
rate  of  11.02  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  under  the 
Infantile  Mortality,  age  of  one  year  was  13  males  and  4  females, 

total  17,  which  is  equivalent  to  an  Infantile 
Death  Rate  of  44.8  per  1,000  births,  as  compared  with  70  per 
1,000  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  inference  to  be  drawn  from  the  above  figures  is  that 
the  Birth  Rate  is  declining,  and  that  the  Death  Rate,  compared 
with  the  figures  of  previous  years  remains  practically  unchanged. 
This  is  somewhat  balanced  by  the  very  low  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate. 

GENERAL  PR.OVISION  O'F  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Fever  Hospital, 
Hospitals.  there  are  no  Hospitals  in  the  town  provided 

or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority.  The 
County  Council,  however,  send  patients  who  are  suffering  from 


surgical  tuberculosis  and  are  recommended  by  their  Tuberculosis 
Officers,  to  the  Victoria  Home,  and  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing 
Hospital.  The  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital  has  accommodation 
for  266  patients  and  the  Victoria  Home  for  54.  Both  Hospitals 
are  situated  in  Canterbury  Road. 

The  Fever  Hospital  is  situated  at  Haiiie,  about  two  miles 
from  Margate,  and  is  provided  conjointly  by  the  Margate, 
Ramsgate,  Broadstairs  and  Isle  of  Thanet  (Rural)  Authorities. 
There  is  now  accommodation  for  about  93  patients.  Patients 
suffering  from  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  can  now 
be  admitted  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  attendant. 

A  Small-pox  Hospital  is  situated  on  a  separate  site  adjoining 
the  above,  and  is  capable  of  accommodating  16  patients. 

The  Margate  Cottage  Hospital,  situated  in  Victoria  Road, 
is  entirely  supported  by  voluntary  contributions,  and  has 
accommodation  for  30  patients.  The  Hospital  is  used  principally 
for  surgical  and  accident  cases.  Children  are  also  admitted,  and 
complicated  cases  of  midwifery. 

A  scheme  is  now  in  operation  for  the  building  of  a  new  and 
much  larger  Hospital,  which  is  very  badly  needed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  town. 

There  is  no  institution  in  the  town  for  unmarried  mothers, 
but  patients  requiring  a  temporary  home  can  sometimes  be 
accommodated  at  Ramsgate. 

The  Joint  Hospital  Board  provides  a  Motor 
Ambulance  Facilities.  Ambulance  for  the  conveyance  of  infectious 

cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  For  non- 
infectious  and  accident  cases  a  Motor  Ambulance  is  provided  by 
the  Margate  Ambulance  Corps,  a  voluntary  body  which  does  most 
useful  and  creditable  work  in  the  town. 

There  are  two  Clinics  in  the  town  provided 
Clinics.  by  the  Local  Authority,  viz.; — The  School 

Clinic  in  Victoria  Road,  for  the  treatment 
of  minor  ailments  in  children  attending  the  Elementary  Schools, 
dental  treatment,  eyesight  testing,  and  for  operations  for  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids ;  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
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Centre,  situated  in  St.  Peter’s  Footpath,  consisting  of  a  Lecture 
Room,  Consulting  Room,  Kitchen,  Weighing  Room  and  Nursery.

As  regards  general  nursing,  this  is  carried 
Professional  Nursing  out  by  a  voluntary  Association  which 
in  the  H  ome.  provides  two  nurses.  These  nurses  are 

available  for  any  patient  who'  is  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  doctor  in  attendance.  No  payment  is  made  to 
the  Association  by  the  Local  Authority. 


There  are  four  Midwives  practising  in  the 
Midwives.  town,  two  Municipal  and  two  in  private 

practice.  The  salaries  of  the  Municipal 
Midwives  are  paid  by  the  Tov^n  Council  and  the  fees  received  from 
their  patients  are  paid  back  into  the  Borough  Fund.  Taking  it 
all  the  year  round,  the  Midwives  practically  earn  their  salaries. 
I  would  like  it,  therefore,  to  be  specially  known  that  they  are 
very  little  cost  to  the  ratepayers  and  the  benefit  to  the  poor  people 
is  almost  incalculable.  The  Municipal  Midwives  occupy  their 
spare  time  in  ante-natal  visiting. 

The  chemical  work  for  the  Borough  is 
Chemical  Work.  carried  out  by  our  Public  Analyst,  Mr. 

Ernest  M.  Hawkins,  F.I.C.,  of  Canterbury. 
No  important  analyses  in  relation  to  public  health  were  made 
during  the  year  with  the  exception  of  the  Public  Water  Supply.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  a 
Water.  pumping  station,  the  property  of  the 

Margate  Corporation,  which  is  situated  at 
Wingham,  about  14  miles  south  west  of  Margate  and  about  half 
way  between  Canterbury  and  Sandwich.  The  water  shed  is 
composed  of  a  layer  of  mould  overlying  the  upper  chalk. 

The  works  were  inaugurated  in  1902  and  consist  of  a  deep 
well  with  connecting  tunnels  in  the  chalk  strata,  and  the 
pumping  station  built  over  the  well.  The  water  is  conveyed  to 
a  storage  reservoir  which  has  a  capacity  of  1,000,000  gallons  at 
Fleete,  through  an  18in.  pumping  main.  This  also  supplies 
twenty-one  outside  parishes  which  are  dependent  upon  the  same 
supply.  The  outside  area  extends  to  a  distance  of  about  ten 
miles  south-east  of  Canterbury,  and  in  addition  Broadstairs  takes 
supplementary  water  under  agreement,  which  was  renewed  in 
1923. 


An  important  extension  of  the  pumping  plant  was  completed 
in  1920,  and  this,  is  now  capable  of  delivering  3,500,000  to 
4,000,000  gallons  per  day.  During  1924-1925  an  additional 
tunnel  was  driven  for  a  length  of  3,150  feet,  the  total  length  nf 
tunnel  to  date  being  6,750  feet,  the  total  dependable  amount  of 
water  obtained  being  about  5,000,000  gallons  per  day.  The 
total  number  of  gallons  pumped  during  1926  was  about 
714,541,220,  or  a  daily  average  of  1,957,647  gallons,  the  difference 
between  the  average  and  the  maximum  quantities  being  due  to 
the  large  influx  of  visitors  at  the  height  of  the  summer  season. 
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Since  1902  the  Corporation  have  expended  about  £200,000 
on  works  connected  with  the  water  supply. 

A  scheme  has  recently  been  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  the  provision  of  an  additional  storage  reservoir  at 
rieete.  The  reservoir  will  be  constructed  of  mass  concrete,  with 
a  capacity  of  2,000,000  gallons,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £27,500. 
In  the  near  future  it  is  anticipated  that  a  further  expenditure 
will  be  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  high  standard  of  purity  of 
the  Margate  water  supply  is  maintained.  The  importance  of  a 
pure  and  sufficient  water  supply  in  a  health  resort  cannot  be 
over  estimated,  and  the  latest  examination  of  a  sample  of  water 
taken  at  the  most  favourable  time  of  the  year  for  surface 
percolation  is  most  satisfactory.  It  will  be  noticed  by  comparing 
the  present  analysis  with  previous  years  that  the  chemical 
composition  of  the  water  varies  very  little  from  year  to  year, 
almost  negligible,  and  there  is  no  tendency  to  any  plumbo  solvent 
action.

Sixty  cubic  centimetres  of  the  water  were  specially 
examined  for  bacteria  whose  presence  would  indicate  recent 
surface  pollution.  This  quantity  of  water  was  found  to  be 
free  from  any  bacteria  of  the  Bacillus  coli  Group,  or  any 

other  organisms  whose  presence  would  indicate  surface 
contamination. 

Remarks :  — 

This  sample  of  water  is  of  the  highest  degree  of 
bacteriological  purity  and  was  entirely  free  from  any 
indication  of  surface  contamination.  It  represents,  in  fact, 
a  sterile  water  supply.

The  original  drainage  scheme  was  carried 
Drainage  and  out  in  the  year  1889.  This  scheme  barely 
Sewerage.  sufficed  until  about  1902,  when  it  became 

apparent  that  extensions  and  enlargements 
were  necessary,  and  during  1924  to  1926  large  main  and 
intercepting  sewers  were  laid  down,  and  a  large  intercepting 
sewer  is  in  course  of  construction  to  deal  with  the  developing  area 
known  as  the  Dane  Valley. 


The  abolition  of  the  hydraulic  system  of  pumping  and  the 
installation  of  the  gas  and  electrically  actuated  plant  has  resulted 
in  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  annual  pumping  costs.  An 
additional  electrically  operated  pump  capable  of  lifting  1,000 
gallons  per  minute  is  to  be  installed.  The  town  is  drained  partly 
by  gravitation  and  partly  by  pumping  operations,  and  discharged 
into  deep  water  about  600  yards  from  the  cliffs  when  the  tide  is 
racing  out  to  the  North  Sea.  The  whole  of  Margate  sewage  is 
pumped  into  deep  water  twice  per  day,  i.e.,  at  high  water  of  each 
tide,  each  pumping  period  being  of  about  one  hour’s  duration, 
'>i'e\d  it  is  held  to  be  physically  impossible  for  any  sewage  tO'  find 
its  way  to  the  foreshore.  At  the  outfall  works  the  whole  of  the 
sewage  passes  through  screens  of  very  small  mesh,  and  the  residual 
screening  matter  is  effectually  eliminated  by  special  machinery 
invented  by  the  Borough  Surveyor,  Mr.  E.  A.  Borg,  so  that  for 
all  practical  purposes  the  effluent .  that  is  discharged  into  the  sea 
is  clear  liquid,  and  in  this  respect  the  Margate  sewer  outfall  works 
can  be  classed  as  near  perfection  as  possible. 
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The  water  carriage  system  lias  been 
Closet  universal  in  the  Borough  for  many  years. 

Accommodation.  The  majority  of  the  pans  are  on  the  wash¬ 

down  principle,  and  for  small  cottage 
property  the  short  hopper  pan  is  mostly  in  use.  There  are  a  few 
cottages  in  a  remote  part  of  the  district  which  are  using  pail 
closets,  and  in  the  near  future  it  is  proposed  to  lay  sewers  in  this 
area  and  these  closets  will  be  converted  into  the  water  carriage 
system  when  the  drainage  is  available. 

The  whole  of  the  house  and  trade  refuse  of 
House  Refuse  the  town  is  burnt  at  the  Refuse  Destructor. 

Disposal.  In  some  parts  of  the  town  the  collection  is 

made  daily,  and  in  other  parts  three  time? 
a  week.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  means  of  horse-drawn 
vehicles,  steam  waggons  and  trailers. 

The  Corporation  Refuse  Destructor,  which  was  erected  in 
1912,  is  situate  well  away  from  the  town  and,  consequently,  there 
is  no  cause  of  complaint  of  the  destructor.  Upon  arrival  at  the 
destructor  all  tins  are  sorted  out  and  pressed  in  an  electrically^ 
driven  baling  press  ready  for  transport  to  smelting  works.  The 
refuse  is  then  delivered  to  top  fed  furnaces  and  thoroughly  burnt 
to  clinker,  which  is  used  in  various  ways,  such  as  in  the 
manufacture  of  tar  macadam,  paving  slabs,  curb  stones, 
disinfectant  powder,  etc.  Electrical  power  is  generated  for 
lighting  the  destructor  buildings  and  driving  machinery,  and 
steam  for  driving  the  necessary  engines  and  plant,  so  there  is 
practically  no  waste,  and  as  far  as  the  house  refuse  disposal  goes, 
Margate  is  well  to  the  front. 

With  reference  to  baths,  the  Council  have 
Baths.  decided  to  erect  a  Bathing  Establishment 

in  Victoria  Road,  to  be  provided  with  48 
hot  and  cold  slipper  baths  for  males  and  females.  The  scheme 
has  already  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and 
the  baths  are  now  in  course  of  erection. 

It  is  not  considered  necessary  to  erect  electrical  or  medicated 
baths,  as  these  can  already  be  obtained  at  different  institutions 
in  the  town,  and  appear  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people. 
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The  Clifton  Baths,  owned  by  a  private  firm,  have  recently 
been  thoroughly  renovated,  and  offer  every  facility  for  the  use  of 
hot  sea-water  and  ordinary  baths.  A  swimming  bath  is  also 
provided. 

The  housing  problem  in  a  seaside  resort  like 
General  Housing  Margate  is  aggravated  by  a  large  number 
Conditions.  of  workers  who  come  into  the  town  for  the 

season  in  connection  with  catering  for 
visitors,  and  after  the  Summer  remain  in  the  town,  with  the  result 
that  the  housing  conditions  are  to  a  certain  extent  still  acute. 

Since  1921  to  1925  the  Corporation  erected  206  houses  on  the 
Connaught,  Addiscombe  and  Garlinge  Estates,  and  at  present  150 
houses  are  in  course  of  erection  on  the  Dane  Valley  Estate,  24  of 
which  were  completed  and  occupied  during  1926.  It  is 
anticipated  that  in  a  few  months  the  remaining  126  will  be 
completed  and  ready  for  occupation. 

In  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  Corporation  to  cope  with  the 
supply  of  houses  for  the  elimination  of  overcrowding,  there  are 
still  a  large  number  of  families  requiring  houses,  and  the  demand 
is  still  increasing  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  are  still  a  large 
number  of  people  coming  to  live  in  the  town.

During  the  year  proceedings  were  taken  in  two  instances, 
including  one  case  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  the  other 
case  for  failing  to  abate  a  nuisance  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1875. 

The  results  of  the  proceedings  were  as  follows;  — 

The  vendor  of  the  sample  of  Milk  (No.  51)  which  contained 
8%  of  added  water,  was  fined  £5. 

The  occupier  of  a  farm  in  the  district  was  summoned  for 
failing  to  abate  a  nuisance  by  keeping  his  premises  and  animals 
in  such  a  state  as  to  be  a  nuisance. 

The  Bench  in  this  case  made  an  order  that  the  terms  of  the 
notice  should  be  complied  with  within  one  month.

The  shipping  entering  the  Harbour  consists  chiefly  of  barges 
or  small  steamers  which  carry  cargoes,  mostly  of  coal,  granite  and 
building  materials.  A  number  of  these  vessels  trade  regularly 
to  the  town  with  coal  from  Goole. 

There  were  no  cases  of  infectious  diseases  reported  during  the 
year,  and  no  action  was  necessary  with  regard  to  verminous  persons 
or  their  belongings. 

None  of  the  ships  inspected  were  found  to  be  affected  with 
rats,  and  these  vessels  were  generally  found  to  be  maintained  in 
a  clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 
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Owing  to  the  abnormal  conditions  existing 
Smoke  Abatement,  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year  it  was 

practically  impossible  to  carry  out  any  work 
in  connection  with  smoke  abatement. 

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE 
CONTROEDED  BY  BYE-LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

There  are  ten  Houses  let  in  Lodgings  on  the 
Houses  Let  in  register,  and  these  have  been  maintained 
Lodgings.  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

We  have  only  one  Marine  Store  Dealer 
Offensive  Trades.  within  the  Borough,  one  having  discon¬ 
tinued  business  during  the  year. 

There  are  10  Fish  Friers  in  the  town.  One  application  was 
received  during  the  year,  but  the  business  was  not  established. 

The  above  premises  have  been  constantly  inspected  and  found 
to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

There  are  no  permanent  van  or  shed 
Tents,  Vans  and  dwellers  within  the  district,  and  small 

Sbeds.  temporary  camps  held  during  the  Summer 

have  generally  been  maintained  according 
to  the  requirements  of  the  bye-laws  respecting  Tents,  Vans  and 
Sheds  or  Similar  Structures,  which  were  approved  on  the  30th 
January,  1901. 

A  considerable  number  of  underground 
Underground  Sleeping  rooms  are  used  for  sleeping  purposes  during 
Rooms.  the  Summer  months  only. 

OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the 
Rats  and  Mice  responsible  officer  for  the  administration  of 
Destruction  Act,  1919.  this  Act.  A  considerable  amount  of  work 

was  carried  out  in  connection  with  the 
extermination  of  rats,  and  advice  and  assistance  was  given  to  the 
occupiers  as  to  the  best  methods  of  clearing  their  premises  of  rats, 
and  approved  poisons  and  baits  were  supplied  by  the  Department 
at  cost  price. 
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House  refuse  is  collected  from  the  important 
Storage  and  Removal  parts  of  the  town  daily,  mostly  in  the  early 
of  Refuse.  morning.  It  is  always  a  difficult  matter 

for  the  Health  Authority  to  get  the  refuse 
away  as  promptly  as  they  would  wdsh,  and  the  Health  Committee 
have  appointed  a  sub-committee  to  deal  with  the  question  of  the 
revision  of  the  methods  of  dust  collection.  A  considerable  amount 
of  time  has  been  given  by  this  Department  to  ensure  that  houses 
are  provided  with  proper  sanitary  dustbins.  It  is  a  most 
difficult  matter  to  induce  ratepayers  to  use  proper  receptacles  for 
refuse,  and  it  is  still  more  difficult  to  get  them  to  keep  the  bins 
in  a  sanitary  state.  It  is  very  detrimental  and  unfavourable 
to  a  health  resort,  especially  in  the  Summer  .time,  to  have 

these  battered  tins  and  filthy  boxes  and  baskets  left 

about  the  premises.  Action  will  be  taken  under  the 

IMargate  Corporation  Act,  1926,  to  insist  that  the  rate¬ 

payers  have  proper  bins  provided  and  maintained  in  a  clean 
and  satisfactory  condition.  During  the  year  it  was  necessary 
to  carry  out  no  less  than  866  inspections  and  serve  424  notices 

to  endeavour  to  obtain  an  improvement  in  this  matter. 

The  places  of  entertainment  have  been 
Sanitary  Condition  of  periodically  inspected,  and  in  most  cases 
Theatres,  Music  these  have  been  found  to  be  maintained  in 
Halls,  Cinemas,  &c.  a  satisfactory  condition.  In  a  few  cases, 

however,  it  was  necessary  to  draw  the 

IManagcr’s  attention  to  various  small  defects,  and  these  were  at 
once  rectified. 

The  Mortuary  is  situated  in  the  Town- 

Mortuary.  Yard,  adjoining  the  Gas  Works,  in  King 

Street. 

During  the  year  12  bodies  were  placed  in  the  Mortuary. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectress  visits  each  School  every  week  and 
reports  to  me  any  nuisance,  uncleanliness,  or  defect  in  the  sanitary 
conditions.  Sufficient  lavatory  basins  and  towels  are  provided 
at  all  the  schools  with  a  copious  supply  of  water  for  washing  and 
drinking  purposes.  Children  suffering  from  an  infectious

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disease  are  notified  to  me  by  the  Head  Teachers  or  School 
Attendance  Officer.  They  are  excluded  from  School  for  the 
prescribed  period  (cf.  Memorandum  on  Closure  of,  and  Exclusion 
from,  School,  1925);  contacts  are  also  excluded.

The  Chief  Inspector  and  Assistant  Inspector  are  both 
qualified  Meat  Inspectors,  and  inspections  are  made  of  all  the 
Slaughter  Houses  while  killing  is  in  progress.  This  entails  a 
large  amount  of  time  being  given  to  the  work  owing  to  the 
Slaughter  Houses  being  situated  in  different  parts  of  the  town. 


All  the  butchers’  shops  and  stores  are  inspected  at  intervals, 
and  with  the  exception  of  a  few  minor  defects  have  been  found 
to  be  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  state.

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It  will  be  noted  that  during  1926,  394  swabs  were  taken  in 
respect  of  diplitheria,  so  that  evidently  a  pretty  good  search  was 
made  tO'  detect  and  isolate  “  carriers.” 


Return  cases  are  very  infrequent,  as  no  patient  is  allowed 
out  of  Hospital  until  two  negative  swabd  (taken  at  a  week’s 
interval)  are  obtained.  Children  attending  the  Elementary 
Schools  are  examined  before  returning  to  school. 


So  far  no  use  has  been  made  of  the  tests  known  as  Schick  and 
Dick  tests  for  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively. 


We  have  had  no  cases  of  Small  Pox  in  the  area  and  no 
primary  or  re-vaccinations  have  been  made  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Small  Pox  Prevention) 
Regulations,  1917. 


We  had  25  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified.  Except  for 
statistical  purposes  I  cannot  see  that  any  benefit  has  accrued  from 
the  notification  of  this  disease. 


We  had  no  cases  of  Malaria,  Dysentry,  or  Trench  Fever. 

I  am  glad  to  say  the  number  of  cases  has 
Scarlet  Fever  and  become  again  what  one  might  call  normal 

Diphtheria.  and  had  it  not  been  for  several  small 

outbreaks  in  different  Institutions  in  the 
town  we  should  probably  have  had  the  lowest  on  record  to  deal 
with.  Every  effort  is  made  to  get  the  patients  into  Hospital  as 
quickly  as  possible,  and  with  the  Motor  Ambulance  now  available 
this  is  accomplished  without  any  delay. 


Contacts  are  excluded  from  School  and  the  premises  are 
disinfected  in  every  case.  In  the  case  of  Diphtheria,  anti-toxin 
is  administered  to  all  contacts  where  it  is  considered  necessary. 
This  is  provided  free  of  cost  in  necessitous  cases  and  anti-toxin  is 
administered  to  every  patient  immediently  upon  entering  the 
Hospital. 
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No.  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  65;  Diphtheria,  41.  All  the 
patients  recovered. 

We  had  a  considerable  number  of  children 
Enteric  Fever.  (HI)  notified  as  suffering  from  para-typhoid 

during  the  year. 

All  the  cases  occurred  in  one  Institution.  The  cause  of  the 
outbreak  was  very  closely  investigated  by  the  Medical 
Superintendent  and  an  Officer  from  the  Ministry  of  Health.  I, 
of  course,  rendered  what  little  service  I  was  able  to.  After 
excluding  water,  milk,  watercress,  etc.,  there  was  fairly  conclusive 
evidence  that  the  disease  in  the  first  instance  was  due  to  the 
children  having  eaten  a  portion  of  infected  meat.  Every 
precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  the  disease  spreading  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town,  with  the  above  very  satisfactory  results. 
The  disease  on  the  whole  was  of  a  mild  character  and  there  were 
no  deaths. 


Non-notifiable  infectious  diseases,  such  as  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  etc.,  are  notified  to  me  by  the  parents  and  School  Teachers. 
These  cases  are  visited,  as  far  as  time  will  permit,  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectress  or  myself,  and  if  a  doctor  is  not  in  attendance,  advice 
is  given  as  to  the  care  of  the  patient,  isolation,  etc.  Contacts 
are  excluded  from  School  according  to  the  Regulations  prescribed 
by  the  Board  of  Education. 

There  were  no  cases  of  locally  contracted  Anthrax  or  Rabies. 

A  Cleansing  Station  is  situated  in  the  Town  Yard,  adjoining 
the  Disinfecting  Station,  and  is  available  for  the  disinfecting  and 
cleansing  of  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings.

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METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT,  1926. 


I  beg  to  submit  the  following  Report  relating  to  the 
Meteorological  Observations  at  Margate  during  1926. 

The  year  was  one  of  mild  weather,  with  a  rainfall  of  nearly 
one  inch  below  the  average  and  a  diminished  amount  of  sunshine,, 
the  total  record  being  72  hours  less  than  the  preceding  one.  The 
most  outstanding  feature  was  the  abnormal  wetness  of  November, 
when  the  rainfall  was  nearly  4^ins.,  or  about  double  the  usual 
amount.  This  extraordinary  precipitation  was  general  throughout 
the  British  Isles,  being  about  two-thirds  above  the  normal,  and 
was  followed  by  the  exceptional  dryness  of  December,  when  the 
rainfall  throughout  the  county  was  nearly  two-thirds  below  the 
average,  and  in  Margate  did  not  reach  half  an  inch.  Other 
noteworthy  features  of  the  weather  were  the  dryness  of  March, 
followed  by  a  wet  April,  the  hne  July  and  September,  and  the 
sunny  August,  which  had  the  highest  record  of  sunshine  for  any 
month  of  the  year;  the  low  pressure  of  November  succeeded  by 
the  very  high  readings  of  the  barometer  in  December. 

In  this  district  we  are  very  fortunate  in  regards  to  storms, 
for  they  frequently  divide  before  reaching  here,  one  part  going 
towards  the  sea  and  the  other  in  an  opposite  direction.  Several 
thunderstorms  occurred  during  July  and  August,  but  the  one 
during  the  night  of  the  16th- 17th  of  August  deserves  special 
notice  on  account  of  its  intensity.  “  Damage  by  lightning  and 
heavy  rains,”  says  the  official  record,  ‘‘  was  reported  from  most 
places  along  the  South  and  South-East  coasts  from  Carisbrooke. 
in  the  Isle  of  Wight,  to  Margate.  .  .  .  The  chief  feature  of 

the  storm  was  the  vividness  and  continuity  of  the  lightning.”  It 
was  during  this  storm  that  the  heaviest  rainfall  of  the  year 
occurred,  although  it  only  exceeded  two  other  heavy  downfalls 
by  a  few  decimal  points.  The  dates  of  the  others  are  given  in 
the  accompanying  table. 

The  coldest  period  of  the  year  was  the  middle  of  January, 
when  snow  fell  and  remained  on  the  ground  the  greater  part  of 
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a  week.  The  lowest  day  leading  was  on  the  14th  of  this  month, 
when  a  cold  blizzard  swept  across  the  country  and  the  thermometer 
here  during  the  day  did  not  rise  higher  than  28  degrees. 

The  warmest  day  was  the  10th  September,  the  temperature 
rising  to  83  degrees.  The  19th  was  almost  as  warm,  being  only 
ore  degree  lower  than  the  10th.  August  only  had  one  really 
hot  day,  when  the  thermometer  suddenly  jumped  from  71  degrees 
io  80  degrees.  It  just  as  quickly  fell,  however^  and  two  days 
later  was  only  reading  66  degrees,  slowly  rising  again  towards 
the  end  of  the  month. 

As  this  may  be  the  last  Report  I  shall  have  the  pleasure  of 
writing,  one  may  be  excused  for  looking  back  over  the  years  that 
l.cvve  passed  since  the  first  one  was  penned.  In  doing  so  I  feel 
thankful  for  the  health  and  strength  I  have  enjoyed,  which  has 
enabled  me  to  carry  on  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  and  during  the 
L'  te  war  the  conditions  were  sometimes  most  trying  and  exacting, 
putting  to  the  test  all  the  courage  one  had. 

I  should  also  like  to  express  the  courtesy  and  kindness  shown 
in  various  ways  by  many  of  my  fellow  townspeople,  who  study 
the  weather  reports  as  they  appear  in  the  local  paper  week  by 
week. 

To  the  Proprietors  and  Staff  of  St.  George’s  Hotel  I  am 
especially  indebted  for  the  way  in  which  they  have  assisted  me 
on  many  occasions. 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  their  sympathetic  advice  and  co-operation 
I  beg  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks,  and  am  pleased  to  know  that 
the  improvements  carried  out  under  their  supervision  have  been 
so  much  appreciated  both  by  visitors  and  residents.  In  conclusion, 
T  may  point  out  that  the  position  of  the  Station  is  an  admirable 
one  from  many  points  of  view,  and  the  readings  taken  there  daily 
are  proof,  if  any  were  needed,  of  the  splendid  climatic  conditions 
that  usually  prevail  in  Margate.
